EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


The Yellow Fever, 
MatTamoras, September 3. 
The epidemic is slowly on the de 

crease to-day. The weather is cool 
and cloudy, which helps the decrease 
of fever. There were a small number 
of new cases during the day ending at 
9P.m.,and only cight deaths in the 
city. 


BROWNSVILLE, September 3. 
The fever is reported very bad at 
San Fernando. The official report at 
Brownsville shows 103 new cases 


and five deaths. There are 30 cases of 
fever at Point Isabel and five or six 
deaths so far. Most of the cases are 
light. There were two or three 
cases yesterday. 
WasHINGTON, September 3. 
“A summary of tbe progress of yel- 
low fever for the week which evded 
Saturday at Brownsville is furoished 
by the Surgeon-General of the Marine 
Hospital service, and gives the fol- 
lowiog figures: For the week there 
were 482 cases and 26 deaths. Sor- 
geon Murray of the Marine Hospital 
service arrived at Brownsville August 
27 with assistants, nurses and sup- 
plies. He immediately organized a 
hospital for 60 patients. One or the 
assistants was detailed to Puint Isa- 
bel, where some cases are reported. 
Che outer cordon, extending from 
Laredo to Corpus Curisti, has been 
strengthened during the week and a 
protective cordon established 30 miles 
‘from Brownsville, extendiog irom 
Santa Maria on the Rio Grane to the 
nouth of Arroyo Colorado, No known 
vases uf fever exist north of Arroyo 
Colorado at this date, nor have any 
cefugees escaped quarantine at the 
vater cordon. Tw: cases of yellow 
fever lett Brownsville tor the North 
vefore the cordon was formed, but 
were stopped and dctainad by the 
guard. They sub-equently Gied south 
the cordon. Great destitution ex- 
ists in Brownsville. The Mayor is 
‘bout to issue another appeal for aid. 
Many of the poor decline to go to the 
nospital. The population of Browns- 
ville at the begining of the epidemic 
was 5,000. 
BROWNSVILLE, Sept. 3. 
The fever continues to increase. 
“or the 24 hours ending at 10 o'clock 
this morning there were 70 new cases 
od four deaths. Since then Henry 
Pollack, a prominent werchant, died. 
[he weather is cold and damp, with 
some rains at intervals, The outlook 
is not favorable. 
Pensacora, Fla.. September 3. 
No new cases are reported, and no 
| deaths during the past 24 hours. Two 
cases reported had oviack vomit, and 
recovery is improbable. 


Murder and Suicide. 
Cuaicaaco, September 3. 

Lars Ecklund and Oscar Anderson 
are brothers-in-law employed in an 
iron foundry inthis city. Saturday 
night they left the city for South 
Evanston, 12 miles north, to spend 
the night with another brother-in-law 
named Rand. A quarrel over some 
unknown cause arose and they got off 
the train at Rodgers Park. At 11 
o'clock at night Anderson appeared at 
Rand's alone and returned and retired 
at six o'clock this morning. Rand, 
hearing ashot in the basement, went 
down and found Anderson with a bul- 
let -wound in his breast. Auderson 
confessed he murdered Ecklund the 
night before. Rand and Anderson 
went to the Police station. The for- 
wer went in to te:l the story; when he 
came out Anderson was gune. Late 
this afternoon his body was found 
hanging from a tree on the lake shore. 
His clothes were wet, showing a pre- 
vieus attempt at drowniog, and strips 
of cloth strewn about showed that An- 
derson had made one or two futile at- 
tempts to hang himselt before he got 
strips torn from a pair of overalls 
strong enough to hold his weight. In 
the meantime the body of Kcklund 
was fuuod at Redgers park with three 
bullet wounds in it.

To-day three Europeans went on 8 
boating excursion and landed near 
Fort Dakhleh, westward of Meks. 
Three shelis were fired at them and 
one excursionist and one of the crew 
—a native—was wounded. Officers 
of the British man-of-war Bittern ob- 
served the incident and ordered a boat 
lowered and sent to receive the party. 

ALEXANDRIA, September 3. 

Yesterday an alarm was given that 
the enemy were advancing across 
Lake Merotis. Sailors and marines 
were laoded to repel them, but the 
report proved false, 

The waterworks did not give the 
promised suppiy to-day. 

Lonpon, September 3. 

It is stated that General Wolseley 
has telegraphed the authorities that it 
is unnecessary to prepare the Third 
Army Corps, as he only requires a few 
reinforcewents to fill up gaps.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 3.

Lord Dufferin tel- 
egraphed Lord Granville relative to 
the proposal. It is uoderstood that 
Hobart Pasha, chief of the Turkish 
admirality § staff, pointed out to the 
Porte and Lord Dufferin the impossi- 
bility of disembarkation at Aboukir, 
Rosetta or Damietta.

of beef. Before the discovery of gold 
in California, and its consequent peo- 
pling by Americans, the territory uow 
constitating the State was almost ex 
dadat ceed region, haviag po 
other resource or ioduatry of import- 
ance. than stockraising. The Jesuit 
fathers had taught the natives some- 
thing of agriculture, vinegrowing and 
wisemaking, but the products of these 
industries were only in proportion to 
the demands of the limited population, 
while cattle and sheep were the miain 
element of wealth and of trade. Cat- 
tle and sheep were not bred as food 
animals, but the former for their hides, 


horns, heofs and tallow, ard the latter 
for wool, pelts and tallow, which were 
the principal articles of commerce, 
and for which ships traded between 
Californian and Eastern and European 
ports. The cattle were inferior in 
quality, being of the breed commonly 
known as “mustang,” abd. which, after 
generations of freedom from human 
restraint, had become almost wild 
animals. 
Cahformia cannot now be classed as 
one of the cattle States, being an im- 
porter instead of an exporter. It is 
but a few days since that a ship dis- 
charged at « wharf in San Francisco a 
cargo of hides from South America. 
The greater portion of the beef cattle 
to supply the California market at 
present is drawo from Nevada and 
Oregon. 
The Mormons were the first to dis- 
cover the virtues of the bunch grass 
and white sage of the great basin as 
food for stock. The bunch grass 
sprouts rank and green as soon as the 
snow is off the grouad, and frequently 
the cattle paw off the snow and find 
the grass growing greem underneath. 
But it is towards the Fall of the year 
that the bunch grarcs is at its best. It 
then furnishes a,sweet, rich seed which 
the cattle devour eagerly and make 
of themselves Christmas beef, which 
for fatness, juicicess, tenderness and 
flavor cannot be surpassed by the best 
stallfed article and is far superior to 
the average of stallfed beef. 
The Winter food was the white sage, 
which grew in the valleys, but there 
was pot enough of it to keep so many 
animals in fair condition, aud the hun- 
ered beasts would munch the shrub 
own as far as they could push their 
noses into the earth. The white sage 
is a small shrub, seldom growing over 
six inches in hight. It is a grayish- 
green in coior ia Spring and Summer, 
but on being touched by frost, turns 
to a light gray, and the leaves have a 
velvety feel. Before being trosted. ii 
is bitter, and cattle will not touch it, 
but, after the frost has struck it, it be- 
comes sweetish, and all kinds of live 
stock eat it with avidity. Where it is 
plentiful cattle will remain sleek dur- 
ing the entire Winter. 
WHEN THE GRAZING POSSIBILITIES OF 
NEVADA BECAME KNOWN 


There was a grand rush in the cattle 
business. The limited home market, 
lack ot transportation facilities, high 
taxes and interest, and losses of stock 
by starvation, soon drove many of the 
stock men tothe wall, but those who 
weathered the storm waxed exceeding 
rich. The building of the Central 
Pacific railroad, the increase of popu- 
lation ia Calitornia, and the falling off 
in the production of cattle iv this 
State, created a profitable market for 
Nevada cattle, but at no time has the 
business in that State been so profit- 
able as during the present year. 

The Eastern and European market 
has drawa largely on the herds of Wy- 
oming, Nebraska Dakota and Mon- 
tana. Nevada has been scoured from 
one end to the other by buyers from 
the East, who have bought up every- 
thing in the shape of beviaes, from 
new-dropped calves to steers that 
crossed the plains in ’49.° The prices 
offeced are so high that stock breeders 
have parted with a larye share of their 
stock cattle, and the ranges are almost 
depopulated. 


OTHER CATTLE SECTIONS. 


The conditions for stockraising in 
Idaho, Oregon, Utah, Mootana, Wash- 
ingtovu, Wyoming, Dakota aod Ne- 
braska—all of which furnish large sup- 
plies of cattle for the Eastern and Eu- 
ropean markets— are somewhat similar 
to those of Nevada. With the excep- 
tion of eastern Oregon, Washington 
Territory, eastern Montana and a por- 
tion of Nebraska, the feed is the same, 
and the only. climatic difference is 
that the winters in Nevada and Utah 
are somewhat milder than in the others.
